Order, 1

Mo tronbles and diMeylties that have ex-
Igted for months botween the sovervign officers
of the Wobdmen of the World and the officers
and the members of Alpba camp of that we-
oret are about to culminate. The
dieeatinfled members of the camp are about
to seceds and rebel from the parent body
and within the next fow days will sever
thely allegience from the Woodmen of the
World and will form a separate and distinet
fraternnl order,

Before the week Is out, or possibly not until
the early parl of next week, the articles af
incorporation of the new order will be filed
with the proper authoritles. Amung those
who will Ue named ag the Incorporators and
the officers of the new body are the followlng

The Bee gave a full acconnt of the troubles
that were dlviding the otficers of the Wood-
men of the World and the members of Alpha
eamp tt the thme they gained blg proportions
pome months ago. ‘The latter had two main
causes of complaint,  One wasthat the rate
of asserement was top high,  The membera
of the camp alleged that this was due to the
fact that they were called upon to help pay
for the bigher rate of mortallty that s prev-
alent lo the southern states.

CAUSE OF RBVOLT.

In consequence of this complaint the eamp
made o demand upon the sovercign oflicers
of the body, the headquarters of which are
located in the Sheeley block, that a system
known as Lho separate jurisdietion plan be
put into effect. Dy this the territory in
which the order does businese was to be
divided up into sepatate jurisdictions, In each
of which the rate of mortallty was to be
about the same. Each of the separate Jurls
dictiong wayn to lesue and collect s own
usseasments, and in fact trandact all of lts
own business from its own headquarters and
by e own officers. In effect each Jurisdie-
tivn would he practically a' soparate order,
although they would all be bound together In
BOMCe Waye,

The effect of this plan would be to greatly
decrensa the buslpess transacted by the sov-
erolgn headguarters.  In consequence Sover-
cign Commander J, ©. Root apposed  the
plun.  As n substitute he offered -what he
termed the department plan, This also pro-
viilled for the separation of the members into
soparate jurisidictions, but it provided further
that while the members In each Jurisdiction
should be nsscseed according to the deaths
that had ocourred in It without regard to
the rate of mortallty that eceurred in the
other jurlgdictlons, the entire businese should
b transacted through the soverelgn head-
quariers Hooks the Jurisdictions were
to be kept separately there,

Alphn camp mombers, while they made a
vigorone fight for the scparate jurisdiction
camp in thy meeting at Lincoln that elected
the delegates to the sovereign camp meet-
Ing, expressed thomselves as willing to ac-
copt the department plan whin they were
defeated there, The matter eame up in the
soverclgn camp meeting last March at St
Louls, There no action whatever was taken.
Ag before, the members in all parts of the
territory covered are asseszed the same,

In view of the failure to adopt either of
tho plans, the members of Alpha camp have
continuned dissatisfied. They maintaln that
if they were pot compelled to pay for the
deaths that occur in the southern statis the
amount of thelr assesements would be greatly
lessened. Their entire alm and object I to
soparate the northern and southern states,

OPPOSED TO COMMANDER ROOT,

Thers s still another cause for dissatis-
faction and this has also lasted for a long
time, The members of the camp have main-
talned that the order has been run too much
by one man—Severiign Commander Root
They say further that according to the con-
stitution Root has a life tenure on the ofMoe
nnd that consoquently the order is not the
representative body it should be. They say
that Instead of lessening the ane-man powes
kiven hy the constitution the recent soverelgy
camp even inereased it

These were the two maln things that
divided the sovercign ofMceers and the oamp.
Some months ago they ted In a war-
fare that was carried on largely by tirenlars

of

containiog  mutual necusations., They
threatened a split, but it was  postponed
until after the soversign eamp mecting
Since this meeting failed to romedy the

objoctions which the Alphn camp members
rajsed, the digsatisfaction continued until
it has resulted in the new order that is to
Ve formed by the men who bave been prome-
lncut Io the fight agalust the sovercign
olticers,

“We do not want to wreck the Woodmen

of the World,” sald George Thompson yes-
terday. the man who hoa' been particular)y
prominent in the fght, “hut we want an

order in which we do not have to pay for
the high denth rate in the south. That is
why wo oare starting the Knights of the
Foroat."

The new hody will have s Its territory
only the northern states, none of the south-
ern states belng admitted, It will issue
certificates of Insurance ranglug from 2500
to 3,000,  One-bulf of this amount will be
prid when the members reach the age of
T0 vours Total disabillty benefits are also
to be glven.  The tumber of asscesments s
limited to twenty a4 vear,

Furthermore a reserve fund 18 to be
ereated, The recent soverelgn camp meeting
of the Wooldnen of the World at St Louis
turned thig down The fund will be made
up of 20 per cent of the amount reeeived
from each of the assessments,

The backers of the new order alloge that
they will gecure ss members many who are
now enrolled in the Woodien of the Worlid
in this elty, as they say that they started
the movement only after they had recelved
promise of good support. The members of

At the scsxion yesterday afternoon Dr,
Shanafelt of South Dakota preosided. Tne
greater part of the forenoon was given up to
the discursion of the question of district mis-
slonary work, Hev. A. W. Clark speaking of
the progress made in Nebraska., The dis-
cussion brought out the fact that Nebraska
has for several years developed a system In
which the purely evangellcal work Is sep-
arated from the mlsslonary work. By this
system men pecullarly adapted to the work
of bullding up discouraged churches, raising
money to olear off indebtedness, build new
church edifices, procuring funds te supply
pastorn, ete,, bave been employed as district
misslonaries, while the evangellcal work has

missions

been petformed by men more adapted to
that department. As a result, many weak
churches have been placed on thelr feet,

while the evangellsts have been epnabled to
pursue thelr work without entering into the
detalls of the financial department.

e, Hague, superintendent of all the mis-
glons of the west, admitted that the ayetem
had apparently worked well In Nebraska, but
thonght Nebraska was an exception, He
thought the sy=tem adopted by other western
states would produce the same results with-
out the expenditure of so much energy,
Other states, he sald, combined the mils-
slonaty and evangelical work In one indl-
vidual. Nebraska had eachh branch of the
work perfoarmed by separate individuals, He
thought the Nebraska systom would be found
Inexpedient In the long run, altbough he
warmly commended the workers now in the
field.

HOME FOR THE DEPENDENT.

The conference then took up the subject
of organizing a soclety for the care of de-
pendent missionaries. A year ago, at the
conference held in Omaba, the prelimivary
stepa were taken toward the establishment
of @ home for the care of the aged, infirm
and dependent Baptist prenchers and thelr
wldows and orphans, A committee wne ap-
pointed to formulate a plan. Dr. Shanafelt,
ng chalrman of that committee, presented
articles of Incorporation this forepoon. The
propoged home la to be located on paper only
for the pregent, Sloux City belng designated
as Its temporary ablding place. The Institu-
tion Is to be known as the Western Baptist
Missionary home for the benefit of aged,
intirm and dependent ministers in the states
of Iowa, Nebraska, Minnesota, North and
South Dakotn, Kansas, Colorado, Oklahema
and Indian Territory. It i& to be governed
by n board of trustees to be made up of two
representatives from each of the states
named. It Is not proposed to commence
work on the home right away, the main pur-
pose of the present organization belng to
furnish a legally organized body to care for
donatlons of money and property already
miade for the purpose of establishing such
an Institution. The articles were adopted.

HEAVIEST OF SIASON,

Nearly an Inceh of Water Falls Dur-
Ing the Night,
The raln Wednesday was the heaviest of

The sovere Hghtning that accompunied
tho storm struck in several places near the
eity, but did no serlous damage A bolt
struck the flagpole of the Park school, but
the ouly damage sustained wag to the pole,
which was splintered Into Kinding wood,

All the rallroads reported heavy rains dur-
Ing the night along thelr respoctive lines.
Several washouts were reported, but the rall-
roads sustained no great amount of damage
The Burlington's round house at Gibson was
In the path of the wind storm and lost it
rool and some of e upper trimmings. From
the Burlington's weather reports it appears
that Omablis recelved more rain than any
other poiot in the state, The measurement
showed something wore than an inch of rain
here, while at other poluts It varled from .6
to .8 af an lnch.  The Union Paclfie reported
A beavy rain along ltg maln live from Owaha
to Silver Creek. All the branoch llhes, oy
pecially the Omaha & Republlean Valley, re-
ported heavy rain accompanied by high wind.
